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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . Claims 19-36 are pending. The Preliminary Amendment filed on August 5, 2003 
canceled claims 1-18. Accordingly, all the rejections in the Office Action mailed May 18, 
2004 are moot since they pertain only to claims, which have already been cancelled. 

2. In the Office Action mailed May 18, 2004, claims 19-36 are distinct from the subject 
matter claimed in the claims of US Patent 6,657,064. In the '064 Patent, X denotes S, 
whereas in the claims of the instant application, X denotes CR^ or N. 

3. In the Office Action mailed May 18. 2004, the rejections are not maintained 
because the prior art discloses compounds wherein X denotes 8, whereas in the claims 
of the instant application, X denotes CR^ or N. There is neither teaching nor suggestion 
to modify the prior art compounds to derive those instantly claimed. 

4. The Information Disclosure Statement filed August 5, 2003 has been considered. 
The closest prior art is Reference AR. The compounds have been excluded by proviso. 
The prior references alone or in combination forms do not teach nor suggest structurally 
similar compounds as those instantly claimed. Accordingly, the claims are allowed.
